Introduction 


Bhuri Singh Museum Chamba has rich collections of manuscripts and historical 
documents. These works supply missing links of historical and cultural importance for 
furtherance of our knowledge. Manuscripts were stored by pandits, temples and scholars etc. 
since time immemorial. Even today, there are some families of Pandits who boast of a very rich 
and varied collection of rare and important manuscripts preserved through generations. 
Documents belong to the States archive of Chamba covering the period from the middle of the 
17th to the 19th century. These documents are the important source of the political and social 
history and provide the valuable information regarding the relation with the imperial rulers and 
neighbouring area. 

Bhuri Singh museum Chamba has 186 hand written manuscripts in its collection mostly 
from the Chamba town. There are only few manuscripts which are complete otherwise most of 
manuscripts are in the form loose folios. The most of the manuscripts are written on paper. The 
common view is that the use of paper as a writing material became popular in India only during 
the period of the Muslim rulers. According to Dr. Harman Goetz the paper was introduced in 
Chamba in the 17 th century during the reign of Raja Prithvi Singh who was contemporary of 
Emperor Shah Jahan. However no manuscript of Raja Prithvi Singh period survived because 
Raja Elgar Singh of Chamba had set fire to the wooden Chamba town in the wake of arrival of 
the lawful heir of the throne from Lahore. This devastating fire engulfed the rich cultural heritage 
including the valuable manuscripts and archival records. 

Manuscripts in Chamba are in hand made cream colour paper known as Sialkoti paper. 
These are mainly in Devanagri, Persian, Bhoti, Takari script . The ink used to write the 
manuscript was prepared from black soot, procured from mustered oil lamp. The pandit used to 
sit in the “VIR AS AN A” posture in the ‘BHE (outer verandah) of his house after doing his daily 
abulations and place before him paper, ink and pen box. He used to touch his forehead with the 
handmade kalam and utter the words ‘OM NAMO SIDHAM’ when the manuscript was 
complete, he used to write thus:

In the old Chamba it was mostly the copying work. The work of writing a manuscript was 
commenced on an auspicious day and it was suspended during mourning. When a manuscript 
had long since been in disuse, it was immersed into the river. Every Brahmin household followed 
the pursuit of writing a manuscript These Brahmin families trace their descent from Jammu and 
Kashmir. These Brahmin families were well versed in Jyotish, Karmakanda, Tantra and 
Ayurveda. The prominent manuscript writers of Chamba were Chun Punan, Manganu, Agya 
Ram Dyod and Mirchu Padha. The important manuscript in the museum collection is that of 
Jalandhar Pith Dipika dealing with the geography of the holy places of Kangra region. However 
museum has also acquired few manuscripts from other parts of the state. 

The museum possesses a vast and interesting collection of state papers, agreements, 
sanads, declarations and decrees. These documents are in Persian, Takri, Gurumukhi and Nagari 
script. These documents represent the ancient archives of Chamba. Letters from the Mughals and 
Durranis are in the form of sanads and firmans, written in Persian, they either confer on Raja 
certain lands and areas or pass judgment on disputed territories between the two states. Earliest 
in date is finnan of 1058 A.H.(1640 A.D.) in which a boundary dispute between Raja Prithvi 
Singh of Chamba and his neighbour Raja Sangram Pal of Basholi is settled in favour of the 
former by the imperial delegates of Shah Jahan. A Royal sanad in Persian, issued under the seal 
of Timur Shah and addressed to Raja Raj Singh of Chamba (A.D. 1764-1794), in answer to a 
letter in which the Raja had offered his services to the king and invited him to visit the country. 
In his reply the king praises the rulers of Chamba for their devotion to him and his father nestled 
in paradise, and promises that, when time allows he will accept the Raja,s invitation. Another 
letter from Amar Singh Thapa and Ranjour Singh, general of Gurkha forces who attacked 
Kangra in 1804-09 are interesting and full of details of varied nature. Another interesting 
agreement records a treaty between Chamba, Kullu and Bhanghal to attack Raja Sansar Chand of 
Kangra. Another letter in Takari from Raja Pritam Singh of Kulu to Raja Raj Singh of Chamba 
affirming the ancient amity and friendship between the two States and promising mutual help in 
case of attack.

Declaration in Persian given in the reign of Shah Jahan, regarding boundary dispute between 
Prithvi Singh of Chamba (A.D. 1641-1664) and Sangram Pal Balauria, in which it is set forth 
that the pargana of Bhalai belongs to Chamba Territory. It bears the autographs in Takari of 
various Rajas and officials, and some seal impressions in Persian. Its date is the 19th of the 
month of Safar, A.H.1058, corresponding to 5th March, A.D. 1648.

Letter under the seal of Mir Khan, an officer of the Emperor Aurangzeb Alamgir(A.D. 1658- 
1707) to Raja Shatar Singh of Chamba (A. D.1664-169)in which it is notified that the pargana of 
Bhalai, which had been seized by Sangram Pal Balauria, is made over to Chamba and that the 
pargana of Bhadarvah, which had been given to Sangram Pal, is now transferred to Chamba. If a 
sanad for the two parganas is required, will be procured from the Emperor. Sangram Pal is 
directed to make over both ilaqas to Shatar Singh and afterwards present himself before the 
Viceroy. Dated the 22nd of Ramazan in the 8th year of Aurangzeb’s reign. As Aurangzeb 
ascended the throne on the 1st of Zu-I-qa’dah , A.H. 1068,corresponding to the 1st of May, 
A.D. 1658, the 8th year of his reign began from the 1st of Zu-I-qa’dah’ A.H. 1075,and the date of 
the present document would fall in the ensuing Hijri year 1076, and correspond to Sunday, the 
18th March, 1666.The letter is provided with the print of a right hand in saffron.

1747) in the reign of Muhammad Shah. In it the Pargana of Pathyar in the Kangra district is 
bestowed as a jagir on Raja Diler (Dalel) Singh of Chamba (A.D.1735-1748)on account of his 
loyalty to the king of Delhi. It is dated in the 27th year of the reign of Muhammad Shah 
(A.D.1719-1748) and on the 5th of the month of Safar, A.H. 1157, corresponding to the 9th 
March, A.D 1744. .

Order under the seal of Muhammad Hayat Khan, an Imperial officer, in the reign of reign of 
Muhammad Shah, to the zamindars, qanungos,muqad-dams and cultivators of the Pathyar 
pargana. It states that the jagir of Pathyar worth 380,000dams (i.e., Rs.9,500)was for a long time 
in the possession of the Raja of Chamba ,but the Katoch seized it and brought under their control. 
As Raja Diler (Dalel) Singh of Chamba had always been faithful to the Emperor, to whom the 
pargna of right belongs and as Udai Singh, his elder brother, had held high rank and also the 
ilqas of Dun and Nadaun in jagir-therefore the above- mentioned pargana(Pathyar)is confirmed 
to Diler Singh, and the zamindars are enjoined to look up to him as Jagirdar, and to render all 
due service. It is dated 11th Muharram in the 28th year of Muhammad Shah’s reign. As 
Muhammad Shah’s accession took place on the 25th of Zul-qa’da A.HI 181, the date of the 
document is the 11th Muharram, A.H. 1159,corresponding to 23rd January, 1746A.D.

Sanad in Persian, issued under the seal of Muhammad Hayat Khan, an Imperial officer in the 
reign of Muhammad Shah (A.D. 1719-1748)in which it is declared that the pargan of Pathyar 
had long been in the possessions of Raja Diler Singh of Chamba and that the Katoch (Rajas of 
Kangra) had forcibly annexed it. In consideration of Diler Singh’s services to the Emperor, the 
said pargana is re-granted to him and he is enjoined to conciliate the zamindars and remain 
faithful to the Emperor. It is dated the27th of Zu-I-qa’dha in the29th year of the reign of 
Muhammad Shah. The date on the seal is A.H.1154or the 23rd year of Muhammad Shah 



(A.H.1741-2). The date of the document must be the27th Zu-l-qa’dah, A.H.1159, corresponding 
to 30th November, 1746A.D.

Sanad in Persian under the seal of Adina Beg Khan intimating to the chaudhris, qanungos, 
zamindars and others that the jagir of Pathyar of the value of 380,000 dams, i.e.Rs.9,500, has 
been conferred on Raja Diler (Dalel)Singh of Chamba, and all are directed to pay their revenue 
to him and not to be disobedient in any way. It is dated on the 7th of jama-du-s-sani in the 29th 
year of Muhammad Shah,s reign. The date would fall in the Hijra year 1160 and correspond 
to31st May, 1747A.D. The seal-date is A.H. 1141(A.D.1728-29).

Sanad under the seal of Mu inu-d-din Khan, Viceroy of the Punjab in the reign of Ahmand Shah 
(A.D 1748-1754)to the chaudharis, qanungos and cultivators of Palam and Barni. It states that, as 
this jagir has been the hereditary property of Raja Umed Singh of Chamba, it is now again 
declared to be his of right, in return for services rendered to the Emperor. They are enjoined to 
pay the revenue to him and to be obedient to his orders. Dated on the 5th of Jamadu-s-sani in the 
4th year of Ahmad Shah’s reign or A.H. 1164, corresponding to 20 th April, 1751 A.D. The date 
on the seal is A.H.1162.Mu- inu-d-din or Mu- inu-l-mulk, better know as Mir Mannu, was 
Governor of the Panjab 1748-1756. In the third year of Ahmad Shah’s reign or A.H.1163he 
ceded to Ahmad Shah Durani the four mahals of Lahore.

Firman in Persian under the seal of Adina Beg Khan in the reign of Alamgir II( 1754-1759)to the 
deputies of the chakla of Jammu. They are advised that the ilaqa of Jundh with its seventeen 
castles was in the possession of Chamba under Raja Ugar Singh, but owing to his unfaithfulness 
it was given to Medini Pal Balauria. Now, since Raja Umed Singh is faithful to the Emperor, the 
ilaqa with its castles is restored to his control. He should take and retain possession, and the 

Balaurias are to have no authority in the ilaqua. The officer of the chakla are directed to carryout 

these instructions. It is dated on the21st of Zu-l-hijja, in the 5th year of the reign of Alamgir. On 
the seal the date is A.H. 1168(A.D. 1754-55).The accession of Alamgir II took place on the 10th 
Sha ‘ban, A.H. 1167.The date of the letter is Therefore, the 21st Zu-i-hijja, A.H. 
1171,corresponding to 26th August, 1758A.D.

II(A.D. 1754-1759) to the zamindars, muqaddams and cultivators of the Pathyar pargana, stating 
that since the death of the Rana of Pathyar the said pargana has been the jagir of Raja Umed 
Singh of Chamba, and on account of his services and faithfulness the jagir is confirmed to him . 
It is dated on the 15th Jamadu-l-awwal and in the 5th year of the reign of Alamgir .The seal date 
is A.H.l 171(A.D.1757-8).The corresponding Christian date for A.H.l 172would be Sunday ,14th 
January 1759.

Order in Persian under the seal of Rahmat Ali Khan in the reign of Alamgir II (A.D.1754-1759) 
to the chaudharis, zamindars and subjects of the pargana of Pathyar. As the pargana has, since 
the death of Rana Sila Chand of Pathyar, been in the possession of Raja Umed Singh of Chamba, 
and in accordance with the parwana of Nawab Bahrain Jang has free of all revenue charges, and 
as the said Raja has always been zealous and faithful, the jagir is granted free of revenue dues. 
The zamindars, etc., are enjoined to perform their duty to the Raja .The letter is dated on the 2nd 
of Jamadu-s-sani A.H. 1172.seal date A.H. 1171.The date for A.H.l 172 would correspond to 
Wednesday,31st January, 1759.Nawab Bahrain Jang is better Known as Adina Beg. He was 
appointed Faujdar of Jalandhar by Alamgir II and after the invasion of Ahmad Shah Durani in 
A.D. 1757 became virtually independent. He died on the 11th of Muharram in the 5th year of 
Alamgir’s reign or A.H. 1172.

It is dated on the 7h of Shawan, 
A.H.l 175,corresponding to 24th May, 1762A.D.

Royal sanad in Persian, in which Raja Umed Singh of Chamba (A.D. 1748-1764) is admonished 
to make over to Saif Ali Khan, the Governor of Kangra, the revenue of certain land belonging to 
the village of Chari in the Kangra district of which certain persons (apparently the Raja himself) 
had taken possession. The letter is dated in the month Rabiu-l-awwal, A.H. 1176, corresponding 
to September-October, A.D.1762, and, therefore, falls in the time of Ahmad Shah’s sixth 
invasion of the Punjab.

Agreement in Takari, between Raja Shamsher Sen, Mian Sunna Sen, Raja Sansar Chand and 
Raja Raj Singh, to attack Makarsa (Kulu)and seize Bangahal and divide it equally among them, 
each taking the portion nearest his own territory. Dated 1 Magh Vikrama 



1834(A.D.1878).Shamsher Sen of Mandi was the brother-in-law of the last Raja of Bangahal 
whose tragic death is still sung in a popular ballad. It appears that up to that time Bangahal had 
been dependent on Kulu. Shamsher Sen, according to the sati pillar inscription, died on the 20th 
of Chaitra of the Sastra year 57(A.D. 1781).Mian Surama Sen was his successor who died on the 
2nd of Phalguna, Sastra 74(A.D.1799).

It further states that Wazir Bhag Chand had been seized on the road and taken to Chamba, and 
that Mian Nidhan Singh is sent with the letter to effect his release; Bangahal had been occupied 
by Chamba and its restoration is asked. It is dated the 25th of Chet,Sastra 55(A.D.1779).

Letter in Persian from Raja Raj Singh to the Sikhs in which the following requests are made: 
(l)That the pargana of Jundh should be restored to him after the rainy season as agreed 
upon.(2)That if any complaints are made by the Hazari people of Kangra, they should not be 
attended to. The Raja adds that in the month of Baisakh he will deal with them according to the 
writing of the Raja and his officials.(3)That he should be put in possession of one-third of Kulu, 
as was agreed upon by the Katoches and Mandials. If they refuse, he asks that he may be put in 
possession through the court of Justice and he will pay the revenue to the Khalsa. As he has 
placed himself under the protection of the Khalsa he is hopeful of greater favours. If Dugar (i.e., 
Jammujcauses any trouble, he will inflict due punishment and defend his country in such away 
that the world will be astonished. 

The Hazaris were artillery officers appointed by the king of Delhi to the various gates of 
theKangra Fort. They took service under Sansar Chand after he had obtained possession of the 
Fort. There existed in the town of Kangra aHaveli Hazarian which was destroyed in the 
earthquake of Kangra a Haveli Hazarian which was destroyed in the earthquake of 4th April 
1905. the document has ahand-mark in saffron and a seal in Gur-mukhii which reads:Akal sahahi 
Gurbakhas si[n]gh. Gurbakhsh Singh was the son of Jai Singh Kanheya.

Fateh Pal 
is made Raja of Bhadarwah on the following conditions which he accepts: l.That he will be 
faithful to Chamba.2. That, whenever summoned, he will come to Chamba. 3.That he will give 
Jai Chand’s jagir to Bhup Chand.4.That he will not enter into an alliance with Balor, Kashtwar 
and Behandralta, and will do nothing without consulting Chamba. 5That the Chamba troops will 
remain at Bhadarwah and Fateh Pal will provide supplies and give no trouble. 6That if he has 
any communications from Balor, Kashtwar and Behandralta, he will keep the Raja of Chamba 
fully informed regarding them.7.That he will maintain his alliance with Chamba only.8.That 
Chamba is supporting Mian Kundan Singh in his attempt to gain Kashtwar and Fateh Pal must 
also send a force.9.That his tribute money shall be Rs.3,000yearly, which must be regularly paid. 

Fateh Pal, the Raja of Bhadarwah, was bom in A.D.1732. His younger brother was Mian 
Bhup Chand, who was married to the Chamba princes Atharbanu. Both Fateh Pal and Bhup 
Chand died at Chamba in the Pakki Chauki, i.e. the old Palace, and Atharbanu became a sati on 
the Chandrabhaga. Pahar Chand the son of Bhup Chand and Atharbanu, was the last of the 
Bbhadarwah Rajas. He died at Amritsar.
